When the trumpeters of Bonaparte a- 
pologize for, nay justify, the burying of 
American Seamen in the prisons of France, 
merely because they are sufifosed to have 
gone there from Engiand, and call aloud 
for the aid and instruction of #’rench Offi- 
cers, French Artiliery, and French tactics 
to put down the real fitends of this coun- 
try; wher they triumphantly announce 
the murder of ten thousand Spaniards in 
their own houses and hoines and the ap- 
proaches of hundreds of thousands of Goths 
and Vandals to the Eastern shores of the 
Atlantic, it is time for those on the West- 
ern, for all Americans who Jove their lib- 
erty, their property, and their lives, to 
consider seriously what late past events 
may have promised them, if they are re- 
ally disposed not to become accomplices 
in their own destruction. 

Ata time when the Unitied States may 
have incurred the displeasure of the French 
government, by not openly declaring war 
against the English, and entering into al- 
lance with the Corsican Usurper, it may 
not be amiss to remind the people of this 
country how it was proposed to chastise 
them on a former occasion. 


EXTRACTS . 
From a newspaper, published in Paris, the 
26th Fructidor, 6th year of the Repub- 
lic,(1798) entitled Le Bien Informe :— 


“ If Franee had an army to land in the 
United States, she ought not to send it 
there. Cornwallis and Burgoyne were 
conquered by having advanced into the in- 
terior. 

‘“‘ It is true, that France has neither a 
fieet ror an army, which she can dispose 
of in the new continent. 

“ What ought she then to do with re- 
spect to the animosus infans of America? 

“ Not to be so imprudent as to declare 
war against them ; for this would be also 
to declare it against sil the refuddicans and 
planters, and even against the savages, 
whom we respect; it must be made a- 
gainst the mercantile clan, devoted to 
George the 1ild. 

* And how shall it be made, you will 
say. this war of exception ? 

>“ A fleet of light vessels, not drawing at 
the most, above ten feet water, some gua- 
boats and bomb-ketches will go into the 
tiver Savannah, in Georgia, as far as Ty- 
bee, and from Tybee tothe town of Sa- 
vannah. It will take possession of the 
magazine of stores, and burn the farm 
houses on the right and left to the mouth 
of the river. 

“ The same operation at Charleston. It 
passes the bar, and by the same operstion 
burns Johnson’s Island and the buildings 
on Sullivan’s Island. . 

“ The same operation at Georgetown, 
Seuth-Carolina ; Wilmington, North-Car- 
olina ; go into Chesapeake Bay, and it is 
by that perhaps by which the operation 
must be began ; from Norfolk, Alexan- 
dria, the capital of Maryland, and Balti- 
more. 

“Care must be taken, my friends, not 
to let oneself be enveloped in the Chesa- 
peake, where one would be annihilated, 
if the English by sea, or the English-A- 
mericans, by land, had time to advance. 

“The operation of the Chesapeake, 
is an affair of eight days, and it must be- 
gin at the most distant{place, that is Balti- 
more, from whence may be crewn a large 
contribution. 

* Savannah, Charleston and Norfolk 
have nearthem little earthen forts, wnich 
can be taken, without great danger, from 
the rear. 

“ Have acare then to advance your- 
selves into the Delaware. One can burn 
on the left, Lewistown. If one was sure, 
however, that the English were at a dis- 
tance from it, one can at the same blow, 
burn Philadelphia. It is an affair of eight 
days. 

* Between Sandy Hook and New-York, 
there is a fort in a much more respectable 
state ; but they will bombard it. 

* Long-Island, covered with houses, and 
also Nantucket, to be burnt in an hour, 
and Boston to be bombarded. 

** The Master blow would be to finish 
at Halifax er Nova-Scotia, where the 
English winter returning from West-In- 
dies ; not believing you to be in force 
there, they keep none in the neighbour- 
hood. 

“ If the expedition co-operated in by a 
ficet from Canada, convoyed by a signal 
frigate, the operation would be brilliant. 

* Ore might send, I ask your pardon 
for it, very dear Repudlicans—for you are 
neither tigers nor men ofthe 2d of Sep- 
teinber.—-One might send the most part 
of your emigrants to Canada. 

* Lnter New-Orleans, with the consent 
of Spain, take possession of the port of 
Natches, call on the friends of liberty in 
the back parts of the United States, from 
Kentucky to the Southern limits of Eng- 
lish America. It will be necessary to 
make some presents to the Savages ; send 
back by way of Spain General Melcourt, 
chief of the Creeks; put in motion Gen. 
Clark, of Knoxville; call tothe French 
standard the legions of Fleridaand Amer- 
ica raised by Genet an Mangourit; pro- 
claim the liberty of the blacks, slaves in the 


’ U. States 5 and give equality of rights to 


the people of colour. 

“Tt is, in fine the inhabitants of the 
confederate ports who anglicise the U. S. 
To destroy their elaboratories is to fix them 
for ten years in the interior of the country ; 
i 1, to put them in opposition with the 
planters, who will accuse them for the 
disasters of the war; it is to destroy the

“If George the Third was driven from 
England he would go to America, where 
he has invested money ; and what you would 
not expect, he would be a king there; yes, 
they would make him king there.” 

“ All Europe will have a representative 
government; but America ungrateful and 
without energy, will have a king, not in 
form, perhaps, but in fact.”

The Horizon becomes Brighter, 
and “ Specks of War” disafifiear. 


We learn from good authority, that or- 
ders are issued from the navy department, 
to discontinue the equipment of the Gun- 
boats. Upon this occasion we congratu- 
late the officers of the navy, whose pros- 

‘pects of advancing the interests of their 
country, or of acquiring glory for them- 
selves, on board of these miserable suck- 
lings of a naval force, must have been 
dreary indeed— We congratulate the peo- 
ple upon the saving of public money, for 
every dollar expended upon this misera- 
ble system may be considered as lost. 
* Shortest follies are best,” and the soon- 
er the expense is stopped the better. The 
loss will be great, but it would only be 
increased by perseverance. 

When we have time we shall endea- 
vour to Jay before our readers an accurate 
statement of the enormous sums which 
have been wased on this ridiculous sys- 
tem—we say wasted, because whatever 
has been expended, on that which never 
did, nor never can produce any benefit, 
must be considered as wasted. Atarough 


calculation we undertake to say that not 
less than tour minrons OF dollars for build- 


ing, equipping, manning ere sara 


ded. How many fine frigates, and sloops 
of war, could have been built and equip- 
ped for the same money ;—and such ves- 
sels would have always been worth near- 
ly their cost, whereas the gun-boats are 
not calculated to answer any purpose 
whatever, except for firewood when bro- 
ken up, which we are certain will happen 
next winter. But before they pass into 
this last state, we think three correct mo- 
dels of one of the best of them should be 
made, one to be hung up in each hall of 
congress, and the other to be kept in the 
office of the navy department. Not as 
models of imitation, but as beacons are 
erected to warn the mariner of danger, 
wé mean these models to be used as bea- 
cons to warn philosophical and whimsical 
statesmen of the mischiefs arising from 
the indulgence of their figaries, in oppo- 
sition to common sense and reason; and 
if three correct plans of the dry docks can 
be obtained, they would be very good ac- 
company ments for our gun-boat models. 

We further rejoice in this additional 
evidence of a determination of our new 
administration to depart from the theories 
of the old, who (ifit did not appear un- 
charitable so to think) we should think, 
designed to render a navy unpopular with 
the people, by wasting the “ energies” of 
the nation upoa such absurd means of of- 
fence and defence. 

Another cause of felicitation is derived. 
The Secretary of the Navy and the Su- 
perintendent at Washington, will no jon- 
‘ger have any portion of their valuable 
-time employed upon minor objects, but 
their undivided attention will be directed 
to the equipment of the frigates and oth- 
er vessels, agreeable to the act of the last 
congress. We have been looking out 
daily, for the arrival in Hampton Roads 
of the United States frigate, but we learn 
from Washington, that we must have a 
little more patience upon this subject.— 
Our information however does not go to 
shew the cause of this delay, which we 
are unable to account for. 

The act of congress passed some time 
in February, and it is probable that this 
frigate wil] not leave Washington before 
the first of next month. Really this is a 
great while for the equipment of one frig- 
ate, and the more so when we look into 
circumstances. First, her commander 
every one knows, is as remarkable for ac- 
tivity in the service as he is conspicuous 
for his gallant deeds in the defence of his 
country ; many of his officers are alsodis- 
tinguished in the same way. We have 
not forgotten the case of the Chescfieake, 
after the attack upon her by the Leopard 
She was a mere Aulk, without mast er 
spar standing, or even any prepared for 
her, in less than thirty days she was with 
all her masts and rigging in the most 
complete order. 

The frigate United States, was the sub-

tatives in December, 1806, and although 

there appeared from that report, a great 

many obstacles in the way of her equip- 
ment at that time, we did think that they 

had been all overcome before this day. 
By the first of May, 1809, the superinten- 
cant (baring four contingencies) was of 
opinion “the frigate would be in very 
high order.” These contingencies were 
enumerated as follows: Mr. Simons was 
to bring masts from S, Carolina. Mr. 
Teacle was to bring the * component parts” 
of the masts from the Eastern-Shore. 
Mr, Fox was to be ready—and the cop- 
per wasto arrive, We recollect no fur- 
ther impediments to the equipment of 
this ship, than those now enumerated, 
and as she is still delayed, we are to sup- 
pose that some or all of them, yet exist 

Having always been the friends and advo- 
cates of a navy, we are sorry to perceive 
any circumstance, which can increase 
the objections, which but too many have 
to this system. And nothing will more 
likely contribute to increase these objec- 
tions, than the exfence, which delays that 
are not unavoidable, will produce. 

We certainly intend no offence to the 
Secretary of the navy, the superintendant 
at Washington, or tothe Naval construc: 
tor at that place. Our duty to the public, 
and our opinion ofa navy, without which 
we believe our country will not be respect- 
ed, nor our commerce flourish, will not 
permit us to pass without notice, any cir- 
cumstance, which may give cause of ob- 
jection to the opposers of this system — 
Our habits of life have afforded us oppor- 
tunity of making some observation upon 
the fitment of ships, and from which, we 
are inclined to believe that there ise rad- 
ical error, mm selecting Washington for a 
place of naval equipment.

‘The President 
was met at the foot of the Potomac bridge 
(which he passed in his carriage) by the 
officers of the second legion of militia on 
horseback, accompanied by an escort from 
captain Dangerfield’s troop of cavalry, and 
a number of the citizens on horseback.—

ington-street, into King-street, where he 
was received by col. M'Kinney and the 
different uniform compani¢s of militia, 
who saluted him as he passed, and wheh 
he had alighted at Mr, Caton’s Hotel, the 
militia fired a federal salute.

Reflections on the: Election. 


WE will not indulge in extravagant 
exultation on account of the result of the 
late election. Through a gloomy period 
of our political affairs, we have not becn 
depressed. Wehave looked forward with 
a steady hope to the final termination of 
the reign of intrigue and corruption; and 
now, when we consider that hope as real- 
ized—when we see faction humbled, and 
truth and justice triumphant—we will en- 
deavour to meet success with as even a 
temper as we trust we have manifested 
on suffering defeat. 

It is now eight years since De Witt 
Clinton and Ambrose Spencer became the 
Political Directors of this state. Gov. 
Clinton was elected in 1801, by a majority 
of 3,965 votes. A council, consisting of 
Messrs. Clinton, Spencer, Roseboom and 
Sanders, had been chosen at the prece- 
ding session of the legislature. Early in 
August, about a month after Gov. Clinton 
was sworn into office, he called the coun- 

cil together. Mr. Sanders, being in ill 
health, was unable to attend. Spencer 
and Clinton then commenced their system 
of proscription and persecution. On the 
10th of August, Mr Henry was removed 
from the office of Controller, and Mr. Hale 
from the office of Secretary. Elisha Jen- 
kins was appointed in the place of the for- 
mer, and Thomas Tillotson in the place 
of the latter. As the transactions of that 
day, may not be distinctly recollected by 
many of our readers, a few sketches, taken 
in substance from the authentic publica- 
tions ef that period, may be interesting to 
the public. 

When Mr. Spencer proposed the re- 
moval of Mr. Henry, unwilling to avow 
his motives and designs openly, he attemp- 
ted to preserve appearances, and actually 
fabricated some trifling pretexts (other 
than political considerations) for the meas- 
uree But Mr. Clinton manifested less: 
cunning and hypocrisy. He declared a 
difference of political opinion to be a suf- 
ficient cause of removal. He said, that 
the people of this state had expressed

On Mr. Clinton's proposing to remove 
the secretary, and the question being cap. 
ried unanimously, Mr. Hale, who wasthen © 
present acting in his official capacity, ask. 
ed leave to put afew questions to the 
council, which was permitted, although 
opposed by Mr. Clinton, as unnecessary, 
from the grounds on which he had alrea. ” 
dy stated the removals were made. The 
following were the questions proposed by 
Mr. Hale. 

ist. Whether there was any charge of 
any description against the secretary for 
want of the most strict attention to every 
part of the duties of his office ? 

2nd. Whether he had evinced a wang 
of talents to enable him perfectly to exe. 
cute those duties ? 

3d. Whether he had on any occasion 
shewn the least degree of prejudice of 
partiality towards any person in execys 
ting his official duties, from the influence. 
of his political opinions? 

4th. Whether there was any doubt of 
his principles of integrity as a man? 

These questions being answered in the 
negative, in the most decided and une 
quivocal manner, Mr. Hale sat down and 
deliberately entered his own removal on 
the minutes. 

After his successor had been appointed, 
Mr. Spencer observed to the secretary, 
that there was one circumstance which ape 
plied to him that did not to Mr. Henry, 
which was, that he had held a very respect» 
uble office, from which he derived'a cer- 
tain degree of influence; that he had tae 
ken a decided part in the late election, in 
which, to his knowledge, he had been in- 
fluential ; and whether it was not proba. 
ble, that from Lis official statiog that in- 
fluence had been materially increased. 

The secretary replied, that he believed 
no man in the state could entertain that 
opinion—that his office was merely min- 
isterial, from which he could derive no 
possible degree of influence—that it was 
not an office of authority, nor even of direct

as a citizen, not as a public officer ; buh 
that of all men, Mr. Spencer was one of 
the last who should bring forward that 
circumstance as a charge against hime 
he (Mr. Spencer) held a public office (as-

The secretary added, that he had heen 
decidedly active during the last election, 
and the reflection gave him great pleasure; 
he had supported principles which were 
dear to him, and which Ae would never de- 
sert; that he was particularly led to such 
activity from a dread which then lay on 
his mind, of certain consequences which 
would attend. the election of Governor 
Clinton ; and what he é/ien dveaded he now 
saw compleatly realized. Mr. De Witt 
Clinton interfered, and puta stop to the 
conversation, when the council adjourned ; 
or the secretary would have added, that 
his dread was, should Gov. Clinton sac- 
ceed in his election, his administration 
would be feeble and inert, and Ambrose 
Spencer and De Witt Clinton would be- 
come the rulers and tyrants of the state. 
Immediately after this transaction, and 
while the council were persisting in theit 
system, they found it necessary to throw 
off all disguise. They accordingly came 
out in the Albany Register, with a defence 
of their conduct, in which they avowed 
their object and views im the following 
terms :-—

We have been thus minute in relating 
these circumstances, for the purpose of 
shewing ow that system commenced, 
which has for eight years rendered the 
state a scene of cabal, intrigue and confu- 
sion—a system, by which faction has u- 
surped the reins of legitimate authority— 
and by which the barriers of political jus- 
tice have been broken down.— During this 
period, ambition has put on the mask of 
patriotism, and the worst of tyranny has 
constantly appeared in the habiliments of 
republicanism—the rights of the press 
have been invaded—the voice of truth has 
been stifled—the worthless, the noisy, and 
the turbulent, Lave been elevated—virtue 
and modest worth have been depressed— 
dependents, sycophants and favorites have 
made their fortunes at the expence of the 
people—offices kave been bestowed on 
those who would bid the highest in wear 
and tear of conscience—and some of the 
most important affairs of the state have 
been managed by jobbing and caucussing 
But the system is at length swept away 
by the voice of an indignant people, and 
will never again be permitted to get a foot- 


- ing amongst us. 


We now enjay the pleasing hope, that 
our political affairs will settle down in 
tranquility and peace—that good men and 
true patriots will again direct our public 
concerns—and that our councils will be 
governed by wisdom, integrity and justice.

Schenectady, May 16. 
Destruction by Fire. 

We learn that on Saturday night, May 
6th, the valuable property of Mr. James 
Parson, in the town of Florida, consisting 
of a grist mill, oil mill, fulling mill and 
carding machine, were destroyed by fire ; 
together with a large quantity of oil, flax 
seed and grain. A pair of horses suffer- 
ed in the fire. Itis not exactly known 
how the fire originated, but supposed to 
be caused by the heat of the axle of one of 
the wheels. The loss is estimated at 7000 
dollars, Thus ina moment, as it were, 
is an upright and industrious citizen de- 
prived of a property, acquired by the dint 
of exertion, and useful, not only to him- 
self, but extensively so to the public. It 
is hoped he will receive the assistance of 
his patriotic fellow-citizens.

A letter has been received in this ¢ity 
fromm the Marquis de Romana, dated at 
Requijo (a place in Gallicia, to the nothe 
ward of, and not far from Braganza) on 
the 11th inst. by which it appears, that 
the French have Jost in Gallicia, not less 
than 10,000 men, killed and taken prison- 
ers by the patriots of that kingdom. The 
said General being posted at that place, 
cuts off the communication between the 
kingdom of Leon and that of Gallicia. 

Thé¢ Portuguese, who passed the Min- 
ho on the 10th inst. and entered the town 
of Guarda, were afterwards at Baiona ; 
from whence they returned towards the 
interior, and were on the 15th in Amorim, 
a place near Tuy. 1 also appears tivat 
Y igo is now in possession of the Spaniards, 
and 3 English frigates have entered its 
harbor, which supplied the inbabitants 
with ammunition. 

There nave crrived in this port, and are 
now landing arms and clothiug compiecte 
for 10,000 men, a very important aid, 
which the generous British nation sends 
to the Portuguese. Dy this, and by many 
other acts of liberality, it may be seen 
with what earnest desire and zeal the Brite 
ish government is animated to defend -the 
Peninsula, and particularly this kingdom, 
its intimate and ancient ally : and cur ene 
emies may thence learn the imposs:bility 
of conquering the three united nations. 

Bapajoz. March 13. 

Cur army presents each dey a more 
formidable aspect, as well from the nu- 
merous reinforcements which it is contin- 
uully receiving, as from the severity of its 
commander, 

It appears that the grand project of the 
French was to invade our province and at- 
tack the Capital with 20,000 men, and ma- 
ny pieces of large artillery, for which pur- 
pose they endeavored betimes to take pos- 
session of the principal positions upon the 
Tagus. But this operation, which was so 
useful to them, was defeated almost as 
soon as contemplated. With incredible 
celerity our dispersed troops were reor- 
ganized, and the enemy felt the blow, be- 
fore they could expect and be prepared 
for it. We have taken the bridge of Al- 
maraz, the only place where their artillery 
could be transported, have saved the prov- 
ince from an immediate invasion, and 
made them respect the chief who come 
mands us. 

Since that time they have made several 
attempts to recover the lost Bridge,but the 
valor of our troops has always frustrated 
their design, and we expect shortly to be 
in a situation to act offensively against 
them. 

Last week there departed from this city 
for the Army a company of flying Artil- 
lery with 4 pieces, the troops being com- 
pletely mounted and uniformed.
